The, highest premium offered for the 
block of $105,000 worth of bonds was 
$3,813, the Torrnncc-Marshnll Company 
Wading the bids with 
this 
amount. 
The William R; Stnnts Company offer­ 
ed $2,070 and the H. B. Moulton Com­ 
pany $.1,728. 
The postponement* of tho 
selling of the bonds from last week's 
meeting to this.week'* mooting, which 
j.was, dono at tlie instigation of Messrs. 
•Welch and 
Doughty, -did not 
benefit

iums offered, arid caused just so. much 
moro; delay in the' eventual completion 
of Covina city's new water system.

There is still a chance, in the next 
thrco days, that the Republicans will 
get 
together 
with 
tho Progressives. 
Justice Hughes still seems to be the 
only candidate with healing properties, 
but Roosevelt holds the key to the sit­ 
uation, nnd if ho docs not give place to 
Hughes, tho chances arc almost certain 
for another division, which means a 
perfunctory 
and 
hopeless 
campaign 
against the Democratic party, 
which 
never was so solidly a unit as now, un­ 
der the leadership of Wilson. 


It can be repeated with truth that 
ranchers, sitting in convention in the 
San Gabriel valley, would transact this 
great 
business with 
credit to them­ 
selves and to the country, because of 
the fact that tho delegates have be- 
como innoculatod with a senseless hys- 
teriu. One writer says that a row in a 
girls' boarding school is more dignified 
thnn the mess of howling dervishes at 
Chicago, who, when at home, are sound 
and respected business men. 


The speech of Senutor Harding of 
Ohio, in opening the convention, was 
a sound, earnest and timely utterance, 


that, If followed by the convention, 
would have brought about unity. 
The 
trouble all lies in the colossal ambition 
of a few men. A great deal of insincere 
talk has been made about the critical 
condition of tho country, and its need 
for preparedness, but while this is vit­ 
ally true, the leaders of the parties have 
failed to look upon tho country's con­ 
dition with a solemnity the situation 
warrants. It is another disgusting and 
dangerous example of place above pat­ 
riotism. The country is in need of a 
strong leader—a need that has not been 
so vitally necessary at any one time 
since tho time of Lincoln.

qualified inspector for the state is to

The inspector this week made a visit 
to the dairy of A. A. Roberts and A. 


F. 
Wilken, who recently formed a part­ 
nership, and he gave them a certificate 
showing that the milk shows an aver­ 


age 
of 90.25 per cent. 
The inspector 
volunteered the information that this 


is the highest percentage he has found 
at any dairy in the county, which is 
naturally gratifying to the owners. The 
law insists on an average of 90 per 
cent. 
In making this report the in­ 
spector took into consideration the con­ 
dition of the barns, yard and milkhouse.

patrons at 9 and one third cents per 
quart.
